President 
Johnson on which the withholding, of Warren Commission documents 
from research is based, except the memorandum of Mr. McGecrge 
Bundy of April 3.9, 1965 , approving the procedures proposed by the 
Attorney General, for ranking records of the Commission available 
for research. •
